THROUGH THE BOTH, 1990. MANDELA HAS 8ENN ACCORDED OFFICIAL STATUS 
AS AN OFFICIAL GUEST OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT, THIS STATUS 
ALLOWS MANDELA’S VISIT TO FALL WITHIN THE PURVIEW OF THE PFO

MANDELA’S VISIT IS TO STAGE A PUBuIC MEDIA EVENT. MANDELA WILL BE 
CONDUCTING A FUND RAISER AS WELL AS EXPRESSING HIS GRATITUDE TO THE 
MAJOR CORPORATIONS AND UNIONS WHO SUPPORT HIS ANTI-APARTHEID STANCE.
